Kent Absec, Executive Director, BOA, explained third parties rely on the accuracy
of financial information issued by a certified or licensed public accountants. The
restriction allowing exam candidates to only take a failed section of the test, once
per testing window will be eliminated upon implementation. This will reduce the
amount of time for individuals to be licensed.

Rep. DeMordaunt made a motion to approve Docket No. 01-0101-1900F. Motion
carried by voice vote.

Keith Simila, Executive Director, BOL, stated changes to the rules include
consolidating four rule chapters into one. The Board approved the following
changes: easing some compliance requirements for continuing professional
development; minor technical corrections to the procedures; removing unneeded
administrative requirements; simplifying language for clarity; and removing
boilerplate language.

Rep. DeMordaunt made a motion to approve Docket No. 10-0000-1900F. Motion
carried by voice vote.

Anthony Polidori, Bureau Chief, CF, introduced Patricia Highley, Idaho Dept. of
Finance, and explained the rules support the Department's orderly supervision

of the offer and sale of securities to ldaho citizens. Fees authorized for the
Department's review of securities registrations and filings help protect Idaho
citizens' investments made in these securities. The Department's ability to provide
no-action or interpretive opinion letters to the securities industry confers a benefit
on those citizens.

Rep. DeMordaunt made a motion to approve Docket No. 12-0000-1900F. Motion
carried by voice vote.

John Nielsen, DBS, Plumbing/ HVAC Program Manager, stated this pending rule
would calculate fees based on the number of fixtures, appliances, and associated
duct work instead of square footage, and would provide a way for an apprentice
to renew his or her registration yearly, by showing completion of eight hours of
continuing education.
